The rejection was announced 
on o “patriotic” holiday called 
by nationalist Moslems to cele- 
brate another blow at the Brl- 
tish—the closing yesterday of all 
nine British Consulates in this 
country, 

Premier Mossadegh’s govern- 
ment was expected to use the 
latest antl-British gesture as a 
propeganda weapon in the elec- 
tions which began in Teheran 
today and will continue tu 
Thursday. 

The pro-government news- 
paper Sjssatema had predicted 
that Hankey would be rejected 
“because of his wide acquain- 
tance with all these (Iranians) 
who for various reasons had 
connections with the British 
Embassy.” 

The 46-year-old career 
diplomat was First Secretary of 
the British BPmbassy here dur- 
ing World War II. He speaks 
the Ivanian language and has a 
wide acquaintance ymong the 
people, 

One source said the Iranian 
government wants a “real new- 
comer” at the British Embassy. 
But the government offered no 
reasons for the rejection in its 
brief note to the Embassy. 

British Embassy officiats said 
they were astonished at the 
slap at Hankey and could 
“think of no reason” for it.

He was apprenticed to  Tal- 
xoo and Kowloon Docks for a 
time, but his adventurous spirit 
took him away from the Colony, 
In 1925 he joined the French 
Foreign Legion serving five 
years in Morocco during the 
Riff campaigns. 


He returned to the Far East 
in 1930 working in Hongkong 
and Canton. 


On the outbreak of war he 
was living in Brazil, He went 
to Europe to re-enlist in the 
Legion, but France had capitu- 
lated so he joined the British 
First Army and landed on the 
North African coast. 


The Americans requested that 
he be seconded to them and he 


was transferred to the F.B.I. 
Counter-Espionage Branch in 
Brazil. He received a com- 
mendation for catching the head 
of the Nazi organisation in 
Brazil, Werner Waltemath, 


Among his friends in Brazil 
was the Governor of Sao Paulo, 
Adhemar de Barras.

of about $00 fcet. He carried a 
pilot. 

When he first saw the Inchulva 
he saw her two masthead lights 
and one red light. About two 
minutes afterwards he saw both 
the red and green lights of the 
British ship’ at the same time. 
The Inchulva was then right in 


;front of him. 


As soon as the Inchulva alter- 
ed course to port he saw the 
green light, Capt. Ho said. 

Just after passing Holt’s 
Wharf he saw one red light and 
two masthead lights of the 
Inchulva. He also saw a ferry 
on his starboard bow about two 
polnts. The pilot blew one short 
blast and altered course to star- 
board. He stopped the engine 
because of the congested state 
of the fairway. His ship was 
going very slowly and was 


‘swinging very little to starboard. 


He never at any time altered 
course to port, Capt. Ho pald.

He then blew one short biast 
and rang for slow ahead. He 
gave the order to alter course 
hard to starboard. 5 

Then he saw the green light 
of the Inchulva on his port 
bow, Capt. Ho said, He told the 
pilot that the other ship was 
too close 7nd he rang for full 
astern. The pilot also called for 
full sstern, at the same time 
blowing three short blasts on 
the whistle. 

The two ships then came into 
collision, said Capt. Ho,

time was about 8-4 knots. 

Capt. Ho added that when he 
saw the ereen light of the
